PARLIAMENT. 
Nome ef the Matters Upen Which 

Tunere Will be Discussion 

in the House. — 

The speech by which Lord Aberdeen 
opened Parliament on the 18th inst, 
was neither long ner startling in the 
nature of ita contents It referred to 
the death of Sir John Thompson, the 
French Treaty, the recent action of 
the Imperial Parliament to enable 
Australian governments to enter pre 
ferential trade relations with self: 
governing British colonies, depression 
of trade and the necessity of economy, 
the proposed admission of Newfound- 
land, and gave promise that papers 
relating to the Manitoba school diffi- 
culty would be laid before the House. 
The only legislation foreshadowed was 
by the following paragraph : —The 
measure relating to bankruptcy and 
insolvency and to joint stock compan- 
ier will be laid before vou. You will 
also be asked to consider certain 
amendments to the Insurance Act,and 
to an Act respecting Dominion notes, 
to the Dominion Lands Act, to the 
Indian Act, to the North West Ter- 
ritories Representation Act, as also to 
a bill respecting the land subsidy of 
the Canadian Pacific Railway Co. 


BILLS PROPOSED. 


Mulock introduces a bill to reduce 
the Governor-General’s pay to $25,000, 
which sum shall include travelling ex 
peners, servants wages, allowances for 
light, fuel, &c., at Rideau Hall. 

Mulock will also move to prohibit 
the pass «ystem on railways as enjoyed 
by Members and Senators. 

McMullen will attack the super- 
annuation system. 

Charlton was the first to give notice 
of n hill that to provide for better 
observance of the Lord's Day. He 
will also move the repeal of the Dom- 
inion Franchise Act, and substitution 
of provincial lists ; and will move an 
amendment to make more effective 
provision for ;unishiwent of seduction 
and abduction.

The 
most notable feature of the debate was 
the forced confession by Foster of the 
charge made by Cartwright, that a late 
financial statement in the official 
gazette was false and misleading. The 
statement showed a surplus of funds 
amounting to over half a million dol- 
lars, when in reality there was at the 
time, as Foster admitted, a deficit of 
over five millions, 


THE SCHOOL QUESTION. 


In the Senate on Monday evening 
Premier Bowell gave à hint that the 
government will proceed to extreme 
measure to enfcrce the mandate to 
Manitoba. He said: If the people of 
Manitoha are patriotic they will keep 
thie question out of the arena of Dom- 
inion. politics, but if they desire to 
continue flingirg the firebrand among 
the electorate of this country, who, I 
am sure, are desirous of living in peace 
and harmony, they will reject all over- 
tures and act upon the suggestions of 
those whio are leading the opposition 
throrghout the countrv. I can only 
say that when the time comes, if it 
should come, for aetion by this govern- 
ment, the people of Canada will find 
that the present administration are 
quite prepared to assuine the respon- 
sibility which mav fall upon them, no 
matter what the result may be. 

Mr. Davin is reported to have made 
a furious onslaught on Attorney- 
General Sifton of Manitoha, on ac- 
count of the speeches made by Mr.

HORSES FASCINATED BY FIRE. 


The Animals Seized With a Strange Wad- 
neas When in Peril. 


The panic that is inspired in the minds 
of horses by a phenomenon so strange as 
fire can be understood only by those who 
have witnessed a fire in a large stable 
where numbers of horses are kept. 
The scene that ensues is one of the 


most frightful that can be conceived. The 
horses are rescued from the barning build- 
ing with the atmost difficulty and only with 
the most serious peril to the lives and 
limbs of the rescuers. The animais go 
mad with fright, rear, kick and dash from 
side to side 80 wildly as to make an at- 
tempt at rescue as perilous as an advance 
on a hostile battery. When rescued they 
will often break away from those who hold 
them and charge back at full speed into 
the burning building, there to perish in the 
flames. They resist every attempt to take 
them out. They have been known to tear 
their rescuers with their teeth, to throw 
them to the ground and trample on them, 
to kick out their brains. As the fury of the 
flames increases so does the panic of the un- 
fortunate animals. They scream out in 
their agony as the fire reaches their bodies, 
yet will they not for all that seek safety in 
the open air, They are crazed with® fear, 
and yet remain to be burned to death when 
a ten seconds’ run would carry them to 
liberty. but they never make the run,and 
as a rule, are burned alive in their stalls, 
where alone they seem to fancy they can 
find security. There is but one way to get 
them out, and that is to blind them with 
some convenient cover, such as a coat or & 
blanket, and thus, unable to see the dsngers 
about them, trembling in every limb. ap- 
parently ready to fall to the earth with fear, 
they may be ied out.

The secretions 
and excretions sre especially dangerous, 
therefore the chamber or bed pan should be 
kept half full of an antiseptic solution. The 
patient should spit and blow the nose upon 
old and the rags should be at once 
burn Copperas should be strewn upon 


any damp places in the yard, and the privy 
vault should be disinfected by throwing 


into it a quantity of copperas, varying from 
ten to fifteen pounds, according to the size 
of the vault. 2 

The clothing and bedding of the patient 
are poisonoue, and if the family can afford 
it should be destroyed by burning. Other- 
wise they should be thorough! tumigaced 
by the fumes of burning sulphur before 
they are removed from the sick room ; they 
should then Le boiled tor two hours. No other 
clothing should be boiled or washed with 
them or at the same time. 

Tie room in which a patient sick with 
diphtheria is placed should be as scantily 
furnished as possible - no carpets, 
no curtains, no draperies, the cheapest 
furniture and the oldest clothing and bed- 
ding. Closeta, storerooms, bureaus, etc., 
should be emptied before the patient is put 
in the room. 

Children who have paesed through an 
attack of diphtheria should be kegt out of 
achool for at least four weeks after recov- 
ery trom the disease, since this can be con- 
tracted from a patient long after his recov- 
ery. For a similar reason the recently 
recovered child should not be allowed to 
mingle freely with his playmates for the 
same period. It is important that during 
this time attendance upon school should 
also be forbidden to all children who have 
lived in the same house with the patient. 
The school room must be carefully watched 
lest it become a place for the transmission 
and spreading of infectious disease.

The Canadian Pacific Railway 
Company has at last, apparently, 
taken cognizance of the fact that 
prairie fires have done and are do- 
ing incaleulabie injury in this 
western country, and it is gratify- 
ing to note that the Company pur- 
poses to systematically and ade- 
quately endeavor to prevent the 
spreading of fires from those inex- 
haustible voleanoes—their locomo- 
tives. Tenders are called by the 
Company for the ploughing of 
eight-feet tire-guards on both sides 
of their main line from Swift 
Current to Indian Head This 
is a long-deferred acknowledge- 
ment of the truth of the contention 
held in the west that prairie fires 
are an evil, and that railway en- 
gines are one of the most prolifie 
sources of the evil. Consistent 
pursuit of this line of actron will 
lead the company to guard also the 
Pasqua Branch to the boundary, 
and the Prince Albert Branch to 
the South Saskatchewan. 

It is to be ardently hoped that 
this action on the part of the rail- 
way company is but the commence- 
ment of organized eftort by the 
company, the settlers, and our 
governments, both Federal and Ter- 
ritorial, to completely prevent and 
render impossible the spoliation of 
the fertility of the prairies by de- 
vastating cyclones of withering 
flame, which in late years have spread 


untold destruction not merely by de- ; 


molishing vast hay meadows, tracts 
of pasture, and the fences, stacks, 
stables and effects of the settler, 
but still more seriously by engen- 
dering . hot winds and long barren 
seasons of drought, the most aw- 
ful, hopeless scourge and breeder of 
famine that can befall any portion 
of the earth where the foot of man 
or hoof of beast has chosen a rest- 
ing place. 

This recognition of the evil by 
the most potential authority in the 
Territories seems like the first 
break of dawn in the lurid despair- 
ing night of prairie fires devas- 
tation, and it is but fitting at this 
time that the services be recognized 
of one who in and out of season, at 
his desk and in his vacations, at 
home and abroad, with the settler,

to check the demolition of prairie 
resources. Mr. J. G. Gordon, bar- 
rister of Moose Jaw, has earned 
for himself the really honorable 
reputation of a erank upon the sub- 
ject of prairie fires.

Washing Flannels. 3 

„All shrunk up and absolutely good for 
nothing, said the mother of a family as she 
looked over the stock of summer flannels 
bought with the utmost care and at a great 
expense. ‘And the worst of it all is that, 
say what I will, I cannot get my flannels 
washed carefully. One of my laundresses 
is an enthusiast on cold water ; another has 
always regulated her work by the thermo- 
meter, and the third declares it makes no 
difference whether the water is hot or cold, 


they will shrink anyhow, and I donot think 


that there is any wonder that they do, 
considering the way they handle them. 


„These women, good, careful soule, every 
one of them, put the flannels on the wash- 
board and literaliy maul them and grind 
them in théir efforts to make them clean, 
all of which is unnecessary as it is ruinous. 
Sometimes in despair I do them myself and 
the consequences are that they do notshrink. 
I use suds, pretty strong, and with a very 
little salsoda iu it, and just as hot as I, by 
any possibility, can handle the flannels in it. 
If it is nearly boiling, so much the better. 
I put the flannels in the tab, pour on the 
suds, cover them up and let them stand for 
tifteen minutes, then tal e them up by belts 
or collars as gingerly as possible with my 
very finger-tips, let the water drain from 
them, dip them again and repeat the drain- 
ing process, 8 

** If there are any Partilalar dirt spots, 
I have soap diseolved in water to a pasty 
consistency and puta bit of it on the spots 
and leave them a few minutes longer. do 
not rub the soap in, neither do I rub the 
flannels. I simply rince them upand down 
in the water, and this not more than neces- 
sary to clean them. When I think they 
will do. I lay them where they will drain 
until t e water is nearly out, then prepare 
fresh hot suds and put them through in 
the same way. Under no circumstances 
would I wring them or press them any 
more than is absolutely necessary. They 
are hung out dripping, and, if it is cold 
weather, they may freeze all they choose. 
I have had my fine French flannels brought 
in so stiff that they would stand up against 
the wall, and 1 have some of them now 
that are worn to rags that are as soft and 
pliable as the day they were made up. Be- 
fore the garments are fully dry they may 
be ironed. Never use partly cool irons and 
rub them again and again, for this is worse 
than the wringing and squeezing process, 
but take an iron as hot as may be without 
any danger of scorching and manage 80 
carefully that once passing over the fabric 
will emooth it. In this way flannels will 
last to a good old age and preserve their 
original qvality intact.” 


Making Bread. 


Bread.—Scald one cup of milk, turn into 
a bowl, add one teaspoonful of sugar, salt 
and ehortening; stir until the salt and 
sugar are dissolved and the butter melted, 
then add one cup of water. Dissolve half 
a yeast cake in half a cup of lukewarm 
water, add the yeast and sufficient flour(about 
three and half cups) to make a batter 
which will pour thickly from a spoon; 
beat until the batter is light and smooth 
and full of bubbles. This should be done 
at night, and the batter should stand in a 
room of about 65. until morning. It 
should then be light and covered with 
bubbles on top. Add enough flour to 
make a soft dough, and knead, using as 
little flour as possible, until the dough 
does not stick to the hande and is soft and 
velvety tothe touch, Let it rise again 
until it is doubie its bulk. When the 
dough is light enough it should come away 
from the bow] without sticking. Mold as 
quickly and as lightly as possibe, without 
e | again, into loaves, Pat in 
greased bread tine, individual ones pre- 
ferred, and let rise again until light. It 
should riee about thirty minutes this last 
time; then bake in a moderate oven for 
forty-five minutes. 

Whole Wheat Bread.—Scald one cup of 
mijk; turn into a bowl; add one teaspoonfal 
of butter, one teaspoonful of sugar, one of 
salt,and one cup ot water; when lukewarm, 
add onehalf of a yeast cake, which has been

Stir in three cups of whole wheat flour and 
beat until light and smooth Let rise over 
night, In the morning, when light, add 
two or three cups of flour, or enough to 
make a soft dough. Knead well, and be 
careful not to add too much flour in the 
kneading.

Let the dough rise 
until it doubles ite bulk. Shape it into 
‘loaves ; put in greased bread tine, let rise 
again, and bake forty five minutes in a 
moderate oven.
